I. Response to Species Election 

In response to the species election requirement set forth in the Office Action mailed October 12, 
2006, Applicants hereby provisionally elect (a) anti-FGF-23 antibodies that bind to amino acids 25-179 
of SEQ ID NO: 1, for initial consideration on the merits. Claims 20-25 of the claims under examination 
read on the elected species. 

Applicants believe that upon allowance of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species linked by the generic claim. 
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A teleconference was held between Examiner Zachary Skelding and Nikki Capitano of Foley & 
Lardner LLP on September 14, 2006 regarding the absence of file copies of the translation of JP2001- 
41689 and a reference listed in an IDS (Yuji YAMAZAKI et ah, "Detection of Circulating FGF-23 by 
Monoclonal Antibodies Against Recombinant Human FGF-23", Journal of the American Society of 
Nephrology, (9/202), Vol. 13, (Program and Abstract Issue), pg. 499A.) Ms. Capitano informed 
Examiner Skelding that both documents were submitted in the prior filings. 

In the Interview Summary appended to the October 12 th office communication, the Examiner 
stated that the documents in question were "not submitted/not in IFW." Applicants submit a copy of the 
stamped post card receipt evidencing deposit of the translation of JP200 1-4 1689 with the USPTO on July 
12, 2006, as well as a copy of the initialed PTO/SB/08 form indicating that the missing reference was 
deposited with the USPTO and considered by the Examiner. Nevertheless, a courtesy copy of each of 
these document is concurrently submitted.
